Gettysburg has every reason to feel 
proud and honored in its possession of 
one of about a dozen of the oldest I 
theological seminaries in the United 
States, Dr. John Aberly, new head of 
the Gettysburg 
institution 
for the 
training of Lutheran ministers, told 
the Gettysburg Rotary Club Monday

Doctor Aberly and members of the 
faculty of the seminary were guests 
of the Rotarians 
at 
their 
regular 
weekly luncheon at the Hoffman Ho­ 
tel Monday evening incident to the 
centennial celebration at the seminary 
now in progress. 
Doctor Aberly, successor to the late 
Dr. J. A. Singmaster, as president of 
the seminary, made the address of the 
evening, the first time he has spoken 
to the Rotarians and the first address 
he has made to a local group of busi­ 
ness men since coming to Gettysburg. 
He spent 33 years in missionary work 
in India. 
Doctor Aberly gave statistics re­ 
garding seminaries in the country and 
the number of ministers trained in 
them and showed the high standing 
of Gettysburg seminary among them. 
He pointed to The fact that one ootr 
of every 14 Lutheran ministers in the 
United States received their training 
at Gettysburg. 
The seminary came to Gettysburg 
because about IOO years ago some pub­ 
lic spirited men of Gettysburg pledged 
$7,000 and the use of the old academy 
at Washington and High streets for 
the founding of “the institution on 
th# HIU/* he said. 
Carlisle and Ha­ 
gerstown also endeavored to have it 
located in those towns when the agi­ 
tation 
for a 
seminary 
was begun. 
Doctor Aberly did some rapid calcu­ 
lating with figures and told the Ro­ 
tarians that if the $7,000 originally 
given for the location of the semi­ 
nary here had been placed on inter­ 
est IOO years ago, 
compounded an­ 
nually, it would now amount to about 
$500,000 in cash. 
“The location of the seminary here 
places an obligation on the people of 
the community, particularly its pub­ 
lic spirited men,” the seminary leader 
declared in discussing the matter of 
endowment for the institution. 
N.Y.-PARIS PLANE 
FALLS :TW0 DEAD 


Fonck and Curtin Escape; Me­ 
chanic and Radio Operator 
Burn to Death. 


(Br A MUC la ted Pram.) 
Westbury, N. Y., Sept. 21.—Two 
men lost their lives this morning when 
the transatlantic airplane of Capt. 
Rene Fonck crashed in flames in an 
attem pt to take off on a 3600 mile 
non-stop flight to Paris. 
The dead 
were Charles Clavier, French radio 
operator, and Jacob Islamoff, Russian 
mechanic. They were trapped in the 
closed cabin of the huge biplane. 
Captain Fonck, the French ace, in 
command of the flight, and Lieut. L. 
W. Curtin, U. S. N., American alter­ 
nate pilot, leaped to safety before the 
flame burst into flames. 
An attempt was made to take off 
last Thursday, but had to be post­ 
poned itecause of a gasoline tank leak. 
Afterward friends of Captain Fonck 
urged him to make the flight for the 
honor of France at the risk of death. 
. The crash 
was 
caused 
by the 
buckling of a wheel on an extra land­ 
ing gear that was to have been drop­ 
ped into the ocean as soon as the 
plane got under way. 
The plane burst into flames after 
the two pilots had leaped from it. 
- The two men burned to death were in­ 
ti side the cabin and could not escape. 
Women screamed and fainted and one 
soldier, said to have been shell shock­ 
ed. went into hysterics. 
The fire blazed for more than an 
hour and it was impossible to reach 
the trapped men. The plane was val­ 
ued at more than $100,000, and was 
completely destroyed.

modernizing it. The courses of study 
are divided among three major de­ 
partments with two professors in each 
department. 
Students 
will elect a 
major in one of the three departments 
and specialize in the work offered by 
that department. 
This 
method of 
specialization 
will 
enable the semi­ 
narists to 
accomplish 
much 
in 
a 
selected field—and their—work 
will 
therefore be much more acceptable if 
they wish to go on toward higher de­ 
grees in other institutions. 
Schools To Open Together 
The Degree of Bachelor of Divinity 
which has been formerly granted to 
those students only who took the 
original language courses will now be 
open to all students taking the com­ 
plete course whose grades meet the re­ 
quirements of the degree. 
The board also considered a measure 
the aim of which is to synchronize 
the opening of the seminary with the 
opening of Gettysburg College. 
The 
day suggested is the Thursday after 
the third Wednesday of September. 
During the summer because of the 
moving of the professors into the resi­ 
dences at the seminary considerable 
repair work has been done. The board

While touring through Gettysburg,, 
Monday, Mrs. R. R. Baker, of Chi- j 
cago, stopped at the Western Union 
telegraph office to send a message in­ 
quiring about the condition of her son, 
Preston F. Gass, political editor of the 
Chicago Journal. Preceding her visit 
to the telegraph office, a message was 
received here from the Journal to The 
Gettysburg Times, asking this news­ 
paper to help locate Mrs. Baker. 
The message to the Times stated 
that Mr. Gass had died suddenly Mon­ 
day from blood poisoning due to a 
streptococcus infection which entered 
a small scratch which he considered 
unimportant. The news of Mr. Gass’ 
death was given to his mother, and 
she left for Chicago at once. 


After the first attack, Mr. Roth suf­ 
fered several additional seizures of 
apoplexy, which rendered him totally 
helpless. 
He sank rapidly, and the 
end came at l l o’clock, Monday morn­ 
ing.

“During an afternoon in the presi­ 
dent’s library, he showed me among 
other things some life drawings made 
personally by the Kaiser, showing in 
detail every step In our Navy,” Mr. Or­ 
cutt says. 
i,'When I expressed sur­ 
prise 
that 
such 
exact 
knowledge 
should be in the possession of another 
country, my host became serious. 
“The Kaiser is a most extraordinary 
fellow,” he said deliberately—“Not 
every one realizes how extraordinary. 
He and I have corresponded ever since 
I became president, and I tell you that 
if his letters were ever published they 
would bring on a world war. Thank 
God, I don’t have to leave them be­ 
hind when I retire. That’s one prerog­ 
ative the president has, at any rate.”

Orcutt 
also 
quotes 
Ernest 
Harold Baynes, nature lover and bird 
expert, who had dined with President 
Roosevelt at Oyster Bay, when the 
war was in full force. 
“Baynes said th at Roosevelt de­ 
clared that, had he been president, 
Germany would never have forced the 
war at the time she did,” Mr. Orcutt 
continues. “When pressed to explain, 
Roosevelt said: 
“ ‘The Kaiser Would have remem­ 
bered what he outlined to me in some 
letters he wrote while I was president. 
Bill knows me, and I know Bill’!” 
The book is the result of a 35-year 
search in quest of the “Perfect Book,” 
in the seeking of which Mr. Orcutt 
bad several conversations with Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt.

Force Customers and Employes 
of Bank to Lie on Floor While 
They Loot Vault. 


Columbus, Wis., Sept. 21.—Four boy 
bandits held up and robbed the First 
National Bank here yesterday after­ 
noon of over $1,000,000 and escaped, j 
At 3:30 o’clock, a half hour before I 
closing time, the four drove up to the : 
bank, atter speeding through town1 iu ; 
a high-powered touring car at fifty 
miles an hour, skidded the auto to a i 
stop, left the engine running, dashed 
into the bank, cowed eight customers 
and employes, ransacked the bank of 
its cash and securities Mid were gone 
—all in less than fifteen minutes. 
The quartet jumped out of the car 
and hurried into the bouk single file, 
each one drawing a gun as he passed 
the door. 
Four customers, including 
a woman, who were at the windows, 
were ordered to lie face down on the 
floor by three of the bandits, while the 
fourth leaped over the railing and 
forced the four bank employes to lie 
down also. 
Bandit Enters Vault 
Then, while one youth watched the 
door, another guarded the prostrate 
customers, and a third guarded the 
bank employes, the fourth bandh or­ 
dered O. A. Miller, cashier, to open 
the vault. 
, 
As the heavy doors swung open, the 
bandit marched M iller'in front of him, 
and the two entered the vault, where 
the youth scooped up $1,000,006 in se­ 
curities. 
Then the bandit, with Mil­ 
ler still in front of him, hurried hack 
to the cashier’s window and stuffed his 
pockets and arms 
with 
$10,000 
in 
cash, $3,006 of which was in $1 bills, 
leaped bach over the railing, and, fol­ 
lowed by his three companions, jump­ 
ed into the automobile and sped out of 
town, headed toward Chicago. 
AIT Roads Are Watched 
Last night posses were search­ 
ing the countryside for the four, but 
no trace had been found, and police 
were watching all roads to Chicago 
and Milwaukee in hopes of stopping 
the fugitives. 
According to Miller, only $250,000 
of the securities are negotiable.
